HEAVY FIGHTING NOW JN PROGRESS. 


The British Brigades which have Crossed 
the Tugela Steadiiy Pressing the Boers 
Back. An ali-day Fight on Saturday. 
Nothing Decisive yet. Britich Losses 
Light,

The London Daily Telegraph has the 
following dispatch, dated Saturday, 
from Spearman’s Camp, 


Gen. Warren’s forces have fought 
a deliberately planned and successful 
battle. This important engagement 
occured to the west of Spion Kop and 
practically resulted im our 
the rough table-land which 
tuted the Boer position. 
fierce cannonade had been directed 
against the enemys lines for some 
time the Boers assembled at a point 
known as Three Tree hill, which forms 
the centre of a semi circle of crests 
crowned with the enemy’s works and 
some six miles long. Sieadily and 
with great dash the British infantry 
epRyIsny Lavoy JO voej UI PIVALOJ JUOM 
from Mavser rifles. Our troons were 
disposed as follows: Major Generai 
Woodgate’s brigade on the right, Major 
General Hart’s brigade in the centre 
and Major General Hiidyard’s brigade 
on the left. Soon after midday the 
battle on the hill became furious and 
from three in the afternoon until 6 
the fire from cannon and rifle were 
both extremely heavy. Point aiter 
point of the enemy’s position was seiz- 
ed by the British troops and eventut- 
ally the Boer’s right broke and was 
forced back toward Spion Kop. Our 
force is bivouacking upon the ground 
captured so gallantly . 

During the action to-day the enemy 
brought into play some new guns one 
of which was a quick firer. To-mor- 
row ought to settle the matter. In 
to-day’s fighting cur losses were slight. 
While Gen. Warren was figkting his 
engagement an effective demonstra- 
tion was proceeding at Potgieter’s 
Drift.

The Times has the following, dated 
Sunday evening, from Spearmen’s 
Camp: “All yesterday and _ to-day 
Gen Warren has been aitacking the 
Boers.__The position is _a lang ridge 
four miles northwest on Irichard’s 
Drift ascending from the river. At 
dawn yesterday, Saturday, our guns 
joccupied a kopje on the 
range. The enemy’s defences 
chiefly stone sangars extending for- 
ward and right along the spur making 
the position semi-circular. At eleven 
o'clock General Hart’s brigade advanc- 
ed on the left along a rocky, uneven 
spur into a semi-circle under a heavy 
fire from three directions. Taking 
advantage of all possible cover the 
troops advanced to a point within 5,- 
000 yards of the enemy’s right wing, 
but they did not advance beyond the

FATAL SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 

Arthur Richardson, the ten year old 
son of W. J. Richardson, manager of 
the Dowling mill here, was accident- 
ally shot and killed by his little friend 
and playmate, Charlie Chinnick, at 
the latter’s home on Saturday morn- 
ing last. Yhe sad affair occurred, 
about ten o’clock. The two boys with 
another companion, a son of Geo. 
Bellamy had been playing together 
all morning, and Charlie Chinnick told 
them of a revolver which his elder 
brother, Chester, owned and as they 
wanted to see it he went into the house 
and brought it out. The three boys 
then got oui of sigbt behind the ice 
house, for the purpose of examining 
the weapon. The revolver was a 38 
calibre, centre fire, Smith & Wesson. 
Charlie Chinnick held it in his hand 
and Arthur Richardson, standing in 
front of him beat over to look closely 
at it. While in this position and about 
two feet away from the muzzle ithe 
weapon was discharged the bullet en- 
tering young Rivhardson’s skuli at the 
left temple traversing the brain and, 
glancing downwards, it lodged in the 
~skin near the right ear fromy whence 


ait was easily removed. As 
Foon as the accident occur- 
| red Charlie Chinnick ran to the 


house and told his mother and the in- 
sensible boy was carried at once inside 
and messengers sent for a doctor. Dr. 
Harrison arrived in about fifteen 
minutes, and saw at once thatt the 
wound was fatal and ina few minutes 
the unfortunate little feliow was dead 
Dr. Whitelaw also arrived within a 
few minutes of the accident but the 
wound was beyond the help of medi- 
cal skill. For a time the revolver 
could not be found but a few hours af- 
terwards it was found near thd scene 
of the accident. Being warm when 
brought from the house it had thawed 
its way through the snow when: drop- 
ped and was partially concealed.

TUGELA RIVER. 

The Edinburgh Scotsman has thea 
following from its own correspondent; 

Last Friday’s battle can, of course, 
only be regarded as a reverse for ‘the 
British arms, but it had its‘compensa- 
tions. Every deteil of the big fight 
that has been investigated has elicited 
fresh proofs of individual pluck and 
heroism of the British svidier in tha 
futile but glorious effort to carry by, 
storm an impregnable position held by 
a brave and determined and skillfully 
led army. E myself went over the 
battlefield and made this significant 
discovers, that on the average there 
were sixty empty cariridges around 
every one of our dead—that is ta ‘say, 
every men fired his rifle with courage 
and determination until the last, 
even when completely isolated from 
fompanionship. I came across quite a 
number of instances in which twa 
comrades had fought together and «lied 
together far from the main body of 
their regiment. 


From beginning to end of the try- 
ing struggle the Royal Dublin Fusil- 
iers fought with all the martial ardour 
of their race. I was told of one\ Dub- 
lin man that as he was endeavoring 
(badly wounded) to make his way from 
the bloody field he was overtaken: by 
a Boer, who called upon him to” sur- 
render. The Irishman weak as he wos 
turned, amd with his last remaining 
strength managed to bayonet his 
would-be captor. 

The Dubiin Fusiliers struck the 
River Tugela above the proper ford for 
which they were making. They at 
once dashed into tke stream in’ their 
burning eagerness to get across first, 
with the sad resuli that about twenty 
oi them were carried away by the 
swift current and drowned. The 
Queen’s West Surrey and the Border- 
ers were subjected to a withering fire 
from 4 large body of Boer marksmen 
concealed in some thick scrub at the 
foot of a kopje and lost heavily. The 
Welsh Fusiliers and the Irish Fusiliers 
sustained most of the beavy casual- 
ties while brilliantly supporting the 
unfortunate 14th and 66th batteries 
of artillery. The gunners were badly 
led to a point within point blank 
range of the Boers in concealec tren- 
ches. Horses and men were terribly 
torn by shot ‘and shell. Scores were 
shot down, wut after seeking cover, of 

. which there was very little, the gun- 
ners returned time after time and 
tried ‘to get their guns away, Two! 
guns were saved in circumstances oz 
almost incredible danger and diffi- 
culty. Men actually wept with rage 
to see ten guns lying derelict\ ins full 
view of Boer and Briton; with dead 
and dying soldiers and horses heaped 
around trem. Many officers eagerly 
volunteered to try and save the guns 
and the rank and file were no less 
zealous. Over and over again’ the 
attempt was made and each time the 
forlorn hope was met by a concen 
fire from trenches and bat-

British reverses in South Africa, in- 
stead of laying bare to the ‘world, how 
really weak she is, as some critics 
would have us believe, tomy mind only 
prove her’great strength. Wohatother 
nation could withstand such  rever- 
Ses and not have her rivals down upon 
her,?

Her 
navy would smash any power that 
witempted to rob her of her colonies, 
which have proved their loyalty by 
rushing to her assistance. The appar- 
ently inapossible mizht ha'ppen, ths 
Boers, by some miracle might win, but 
what would that ameunt toin thd long 
run but a mere scratch? It might, 
it is true, encourage some rivals. to 
pick a quarrel, but what iy thera safe 
from Britain’s invincible navy, Should 
any such attempt the enterprise, it 
would be disillusioned so quickly that 
Britain would be left ir peace for 
many a long day afterward;s The 
British people know this, and that is 
the reason why they swait-- with 
calmness and patience the final issue 
of che struggle with the Boers.

Our men 
fought admirabiy, but they were ask- 
ed to peviorm miracles. Don’t blame 
them and don’t blame the gallant gen- 
eral who was the first victim 
of the terrible disaster, which over- 
came the Highland brigade. They 
marched in quarter column to their 
doom General Wamchope’s last words 
“For God’s sake men do not’ blame me 
for this”, will gladden the hearts of his 
numberless friends. There was no ac- 
cord between General Methuen § and 
General Wauchope, in regard to the 
best method of attack. Gen. Meth- 
uen’s plan prevailed and the mistake 
cost 700 men. 

The death list from enteric feven and 
dysentry at Ladysmith, averaging 
from 8 tb 10 daily, is considered: more 
serious than the 430 casualtied of 
Saturday’s fighting, as it indicates 
the frightfully insanitary condition of 
the beleaguered town. A. letter from 
Ladysmith, dated Pec. 7, says that 
then 90 out of 450 men in the bat- 
talion of which the writer was a mem- 
ber were sick with dysentry or en- 
teric fever. According to a despatch to 
the Daily Chronicle, dated Jaan. 8, the 
patients and attendants in Tombi 
camp, where the hospital is, then num- 


bered 3,800 men.

FIRE AT DAWSON. 

Victoria, Jan. 17.--A large part cf 
the business portion of Dawson City 
was burned last Wednesday night. The 
loss exceeds half a million dollars ac- 
cording to a brief despatch received at 
Skagway ‘late on Wednesday night 
last. The steamer Farallon brought 
the news to Skagway before the de- 
tails were received. Much suffering 
must have followed the fire as tha 
temperature at Dawson was 40 degrees 
below zero with a wind blowing. To 
make matters worse, the city had been 
entirely without its reguiar waters 
supply for two weeks. The city mains 
having ‘hurriedly been put in 
years ago, were worn out in ‘places:In 
consequence, the pumping plant was 
shut down about Christmas , leaving 
the city dependent upon its old method 
of hauling water from the Yukon:riv- 
er. Between Deo. 1 and 20, 18 fires. oc- 
cured at Dawson, all being caused by 
overheated flues. Wednesday night’s 
fire was stated to be under control 
when the steamer ieft Skagway.
